Preston J. Moore is 38 years of age. He is from Stillwater, Oklahoma 
where he is a member of the law firm of Moore and Murphy. He is a World 
War II Army Air Corps veteran. As the new Commander of the American Legion 
he succeeds Brig. Gen. John S. Gleason, Jr. of Winnetka, Illinois. Moore 
was elected on the first ballot over two other candidates at the Loth 
National Convention in Chicago. He has been active in Legion affairs 
since the end of World War II. He served in the Southwest Pacific with 
the 5th Bombardment Group. He enlisted as a Private in the Infantry in 
19^1 and received his commission from Officer's Candidate School. 

Moore attended Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical College. He 
was graduated from the University of Oklahoma. His father was a disabled 
World War I veteran who died some time ago. 

Moore was the first World War II veteran to be elected the Oklahoma 
State Legion commander in I 9 L 8 . He was national executive committeeman 
from Oklahoma to the Legion from 1955 to 1958. 

He is married and the father of two sons. He is a Methodist, a 32nd 
Degree Mason and is active in Boy Scouts and YMCA work.
